and he only , 1s a Phytfitian, that knows which of theſe Quali- 
ties offends, by which of the Celeftial Bodies it is cauſed,; and 
how fſat.ly and ſpeedily to remedy it : all the reſt that practiſe 
Phyſick are but Mountebanks. For there is 'no queſtion to be 
made, but that all Diſcafcs have their Original from ſuper-abun- 
dance or deficiency of Heat, Coldneſs, Dryneſs or Moitture 3 and 
that the Elements barely from themſelves can cauſe this, is an 
opinion more fitting for an Hog-herd than a Philoſopher : for 
whatſoever is begotten, muſt have a matter to be begotten of, as 
well as ſomething to beget it, and this matter mutt be proper to 
reccive Form, for man cannot make a Timber-log of a Turt, nor 
a Book of an Egg-ſhell, therefore this matter muſt Naturally be 
aflected to ſuffer whatſoever Form the Author pleaſcth to give 
it, The Author of every Generation muſt be altogether active, 
not ſubject to any adverſe Principles , that ſo he may not run 
out of one thing. into another before he hath finiſhed 3 and this 
is proper to the Sun, Moon, and Stars. This will be denicd by 
none that have lived a Rational Man but one Summer, and one 
Winter, and felt a difference of heat and coldneſs, dryneſs and 
moiſture, cauſed by the Nearneſs and Remotenefs of the Sun; 
and ſcen the diffcrence of ſpringing, encreafing, and decaying of 
things upon Earti in thoſe times : for when we ſee the Load- 
ſtone-draw Iron, 'it ſhews plainly, that Nature hath given it 
efhcacy ſo to do, So when we {ec thele things done by the Hea- 
vens, we mult needs think - Nature hath given the Heavens pow- 
er to do ſo, and ſccing thoſe qualities, heat, coldneſs, drynels, 
and moiſture , are contraray the- one to the other, of necetſity 
{omctimes the one mult yield, and ſometimes the other 3 and 
thence-eomes the Procreation, Corruption, and Viciffitude of 
things below and ſeeing all likes rejoyce in their l;kes, and 
diſagree with their difhikes, there muſt needs be ſomething in | 
the Heavens agreeable to all this therefore ſome part of the 
| Is | A be Heavens 
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To the Reader. 


Heavens is faid to be hot, ſome cold, ſome dry, and ſome moiſt, 
not becaule they are ſo m themfelves, but becauſe they work ſuch 
Effects in Elementary Bodies, as is evident to the experience of 
them that ſearch after it, 

We have now ſhewed you what a Phyſitian ought to be in 
reſpect of knowledge in the Celeſtial World : I ſhall only now 
ſhew you in a word or two what Knowledge he ought to have 
in the Elementary and Intellectual World, and that very briefly, 
and ſo conclude. | 

As in the Celeſtial World he ought very carefully to heed the 
Oppoſitions and great Conjunctions of the Planets, the Eclipſes 
of the Luminaries, the Quarterly Ingreſſes of the Sun, and the 
Criſis of Diſeaſes 3 ſo.in the Elementary World he onght to heed 
the Seaſons of the Year,whether they be hotter,colder, drier, moi- 
ſter than they ſhould be; he ought to be very well skilled in Ve- 
cetables and Minerals,and how the Earth brings them forth, what 
is the Office of the Central S$#n, and what is'the Office of the Ce- 
leſtial Sun , what is the Office of the Central Moon, and what the 
Office of the Celeſtial Moon in the production of things here be- 
low 3 and how, and by what Medixms they perform it. 

Laſtly, In the Intellefual World, he ought to be very frequent, 
fearing God, and efchewing evil, tor mto his hands as the means, 
hath the Eternal God of Heaven and Earth put the lives of thoſe 
Chriſtians whom he loved ſo well, that he redeemed them by the 
Blood of his only begotten Son.

All Simple Syrups have the 
virtues *of the Simples they are made of, and art far more convenient for weak

The preparation of Scammony. 211. 

Take the Core out of a Quince, 
and fill the vcjd place with powder of 
Scammony,then joyn the Quince to- 
gether again,and wrapitupin palte, 
bake it in an Oven, or roaſt it under 
the aſhes, afterwards take out the 
Scammony ,and keep it for uſe. This 
is that which is vulgarly call2d Dia- 
crydinm or Diagrydium.

Tutty is prepared the ſame way 
that Lapis Calaminaris is; tieitupin 
a clean Linen Cloth, which ſhake up 
and down, drawing it this way and 
that way in a veſlel full of clear wa- 
ter,till the thinner and more profita- 
ble part come out into the water, 
and the thicker and impurer remain 
in the Cloth ; then let it ſettle, and -

Of Medicines temperat”, 

"If che World be compoſed of Ex- 
fremes, then it acts by Extremes ; 
for as the man is, fo 1s his work : 
therefore it is impoſſible that any 
Medicine can ve temperate,but may 
be reduced to Heat, Cold, Drynels, 
or Moiſture, and muſt operate (1 
mean ſuch as operate by manifeſt 
quality )by one of theſe,hecauſe there 
Sno other to operate by, and that 
there ſhould be ſuch a temperate 
mixture, {vo exquiſitely of thele qua- 
lities in any Medicine, that one of 
them ſhould not manifeſtly excell the 
other,I doubt it isa Syſteme tcorare 
to find, 

Thus then I conclude the matter to 
be, thoſe Medicines are called Tem- 
perate, not becauſe they have no ex- 
ceſs of Temperature at all in them, 
which can neither be ſaid to heat 
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nor cool ſo much as will amaunt to 
the firlt degree of exceſs; for daily 
experience witneſſeth, that they be- 
ingadded to Medicines change nol 
their qualities, they make them nel- 
ther hotter nor colder. 

Their Uſe. They are uſed in ſach 
Diſeaſes where there is no manifelt 
diſtemper of the firſt qualities, v/2, 
heat and cold. For example : In ob- 
ſtructions of the Bowels, where cold 
Medicines might make the Obſtructi- 
on greater,and hot Medicines cauſe a 
Fever, 

In Fevers of 'Flegm , where the 
cauſe is cold and moilt, and the efte:t 
hot and dry, in ſuch uſe temperate 
Medicines, which may neither 1n- 
creale the Fever by their heat, nor 
_— theflegm by their cold- 
nels, 

Beſides, becauſe contraries are ta- 
kenaway by their contraries, and 
every like maintained by its ike; 
they are of great uſe to preſerve the 
conſtitution of the body temperate, 
and the body it ſelf in ſtrength and 
vigor, and may be uſed without dan- 
ger,or fear of danger, by conſidering 
what part of the hodw.is weak, and 
uſing ſuch temperate Medicines as 
are appropriated to that part, 


Of Medicines hot, 

The care of the ancient Phyſicians 
was ſuch, that they did not labour to 
hide from, but impart to poſterity, 
not onely the temperature of Medi- 
cines in general, but alſo their de- 
greesin temperature, that ſo the di- 
tempered part may be brought to 
Its temperature, and no further; for 
al things which are of a contrary 
temperature conduce not to cure,but 
tie ſtrength of the contraciety mult 
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be obſerved,that ſo the Medicine may 
be neither weaker nor ſtronger, than 
juſt to take away the diltemper ; for 
if the diftemper be but meanly hor, 
and you apply a Medicine cold in the 
fourth degree, 'tis true you may ſoon 
remove that diſtemper of heat, and 
bring another of cold twice as bad. 
Gal-n de ſemp.med. fac, k2.c.12, 

Then ſecondly, not onely the di- 
{tzmper it ſelf,but alſo the part of the 
body diſtempered mult be heeded: 
for if the head be diſtempered by 
heat, and you give ſuch Medicines as 
cool the Heart or Liver, you will 
bring another diſeaſe, and not cure 
the former. 

The degrees then of Temperature 


are to be diligently heeded, which 


ancient Phyſicians have concluded to 
be four in the qualities, viz. Heat 
and Cold; of each of which we ſhall 
ſpeak a word or twoleverally, 


Of Medicines bot inthe firſt degree. 

Thoſe are ſaid to be hot in the firſt 
degree,which induce a moderate and 
natural heat to the body, and to the 
parts thereof, either cold by nature, 
or cooled by accident,by which natu- 
ral heat is cherithed when weak, or 
reſtored when wanting, 

Effe# 1. The firſt effeft then of 
Medicines hot in the firſt degree is, 
by their ſweat and temperate heat 
to reduce the body to its natural 
heat, as the fire doth the external 
parts in cold weather, unleſs the af- 
fliction of cold be fo grear, that ſuch 
mild Medicines will not ſerve the 
eurn, 

Effet 2. The ſecondefiect is, the 
mitigation of.pain ariſing from ſuch 


a diltemper, and indeed this effect ' 


hath other Medicines,. ſome that _ 
c0 


+ 
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cold, and ſome there are hotter than | 


the firſt degree;they being rationally 
apylied to the diltemper. Theſe Me 


dicines the Greeks call -r@\yz, and 
{thall be ſpoken of in their proper 
places, In this place let it ſuthce that 
Medicines hot in the firſt degree 
make the oftending humours thin,and 
expel them by ſweat or infeaſible 
tranſpiration, and thele of all other 
moſt congruous or agreeable to the 
body of man, for there is no ſuch 
e;jual temperature of heat and cold 
in a ſound man, but heat exceeds ; 
for we live by heat and moiſture,not 
by cold, 

Medicines then which are hot in 
the firſt degree, are ſich as jult cor- 
reſpond to the natural heat of our 
bodies ; ſuch as are hot or colder,are 
more ſubject to do miſchief, being ad- 
miniſtred by an unskilful hand, than 
theſe are, becauſe of their contrarie- 
ty to Nature ; whereas theſe are 
grateful tothe body by their mode- 
Tate heat. 

Effet 3. Thirdly theſe take away 
wearineſs , and help Fevers, being 
outwardly applied, becauſe they open 
the pores of the skin, and by their 
gentle heat prepare the humours,and 
take away thoſe fuliginous vapours 
that are cauſed by Fevers. 

Diſcommoidities, Yet many Diſcom- 
modities ariſe by heedleſs giving e- 
ven of theſe, which I would have 
young Students in Phyfick to be very 
careful in,leſt they do more miſchief 
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them to the parts of the body, they 
are not appropriated to, or by not 
heeding well the complexion of the 
Patient, or the natural temper of the 
part of the body afflicted, for the 
Heart is hot, but the Brain is tempe- 
rate. 

Effe# 4, Laſtly, Medicines hot in 
the firſt degree cheriſh heat in the 
internal parts,help concoction, breed 
Z00d bloud, and keep it in good tem- 
per being bred. 


Gf Medicines bot inthe ſecond d-gree. 
Having ſpoken of Medicines hot in 
the firſt degree,it folldys now in or- 
der to ſpeak ofthoſe that are hot in 


| the ſecond. Theſe are ſomething hot- 


ter than the natural temper of a 
man, 

Uſe, Their uſe is for ſuch whoſe 
Stomachs are filled with moiſture, 
becauſe their faculty is too hot and 
dry ; they take away obſtruCtions or 
{toppings,open the pores of the kin, 
but not in the fame manner that ſuch 
do as are hot in the firſt degree, for 
they do it without force; by a gentle 
heat concocting and expelling the 
humours, by ſtrengthning and help- 
ing Nature in the work; but theſe cut 
tough humours, and ſcattes them by 
their own force and power, whett 
Nature cannot, 


Of Medicines bot in the ſecond degre-; 
Thoſe which attain the third de- 
gree of heat, have the ſame faculties 
with thoſe before mentioned ; but as 


than they are aware of, viz. it is pol- | 
fible by too much uſe of them to con- 
ſame not onely what is inimical in. 
the body, but alſo the ſubſtance it 
ſelf,and the ſtrength of the ſpirits, 
whence come faintings, and ſome- 
, times deaths Beſides, by applying 


they are hotter , ſo are they more 
powerful in their operations ; for 
they are ſo powerful in heating and 
cutting , that if unadviſedly given, 


they cauſe Fevers, Uſe. Their uſe isto 


cut tough and compacted humors, to

rovoke ſweat abundantly ; hence it 
comes to pals. that all of them reſiſt

of Medicines hot in the fourth 
de ree, 

Thoſe Medicines obtain the high- 
eſt degree of heat, which are ſo hot 
that they burn the body of man be- 
ing outwardly applied to it,and cauſe 
Inlammations, or raiſe Blilters ; as 
Crow-foot, Multard-ſeed, Onions, 
&c. Ofthele more hereafter. 


Of cooling Medicines, 


Hyſicians have alſo obſerved four 
degrees of coldneſs in Medicines, 
which I thall briefly treat of in order. 


of Medicines cold inthe firſt degree, 


Thoſe Medicines which' are leaſt 
cold of all obtain the firit degree of 
coldneſs; and I heſeech you take no- 
tice of this, that ſeeing our bodies are 
nouriſhed by heat, and we live by 
heat, therefore no cold Medicinesare 
naturally and per ſe (as Scholars call 
it) friendly to the body, but what 
200d they do our bodies, they do it 
per accidens, viz. by removing an un- 
natural heat, or the body heated a- 
bove its natural temper. : 

The giving then of cold Medicines 
toa man in his natural temper, the 
ſeaſon of the year alſo being but mo- 
derately hot, extinguith natural heat 
in the body of man, 

Yet have theſe a neceſſaryuſe in 
them too, though not ſofrequent as 
hot Medicines have ; and that may be 
the reaſon why an all-wiſe God hath 
furniſhed us with far more hot Herbs 
and Plants, &c, thancold, | 


- 
—_—_— 
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Uſe 1. Their uſe is firſt in Nouriſh- 
ment,that ſo the heat of food may be 
qualified, and made for a weak Sto- 
mach to digeſt ; and therefore are 
Salads uſed in Somer. 

UJe 2. Secondly, to reſtrain and 
aſſwage the heat of the bowels, and 
to cool the bloud in Fevers., 

Therefore if the diſtemper of heat 
be but gentle, Medicines cold in the 
firſt degree will ſuffic2, Alſo Children 
and ſuch people whole Stomachs are 
weak, are eaſily hurt by cold Medi- 
CInEs, — VO 


Of Medicines cold in the ſecond and 
third degree. 


Uſe 1, Such whoſe Stomachs are 
ſtrong, and Livers hot, may eaſily 
bear ſuch Medicines that are cold in 
the ſecond degree, and in caſes of ex- 
tremity find niuch help by them, as 


, Alſo by ſuchas are cold in tte third 


degree, the extremity ofthe diſeaſe 
conſidered; for by both theſe the un- 
bridled heat of Choler isafſwaged. 

Uſe 2. Alſo they are outwardly ap- 
plied to hot ſwellings, due confidera- 
tion being had, that if the Inflamme=- 
tion be not great, uſe thoſe that are 
leſs; if the Inflammation be vel e- 
ment, make ule of Medicines cold in 
the ſecond or third degree, Always 
let the remedy correſpond to the juſt 
proportion of the affliction. 

Uſe 3. Thirdly, ſometimes the ſpi- 
rits are moved inwardly thrcugh 
heat : thence follows immoderate 
watchings, if not deprivation of the 
ſenſes. Thisalſo muſt be remedied 
with cold Medicines, for cold ſtops 
the pores of the skin, makes the hu- 
mours thick, reprefſeth ſweat, and

Laſlly,theuſe of Medicines cold in 
the fourth degree is, to mitigate de- 
ſpecate and vehement pains, ttupify - 
ing the ſenſes, when no other cuurſe 
can be taken to ſavelife. Of the ule 
of which more hereafter. 


Of moiſtning 4 _ditines, 

There can be no ſuch ditlerence 
found among(t moiſtning Medicin.s, 
that they thould ſurpaſs the ſecond 
degree, For ſeeing all Medicines are 
either hot or cold, neither heat nor 
cold (ſeeing they are extremes) can 
confitt with moiſture , for the one 
driesit up, the other condenſates it, 

Uſe. Philoſophers therefore call 
moiſture and drineſs paſſive qualitt?s, 
yethave they their operation like- 
wiſe; for moiſt Medicines lenifie and 
make ſlippery, eaſe the Cough, and 
help the roughneſs of the Throat, 
Theſe operations are proper to Me- 
dicines moiſt in the brit degree, 

Thoſe which are moſſter take a- 
way naturally ſtrength , help the 
ſharpneſs of humours, make both 
bloud and{pirit thicker, looſeth the 
belly, and fit it for purgation. 

The immoJerate or indiſcreet uſe 
of them dulls the body, and makes it 
unfit for action, 


Of drying Medicines, 

Drying Medicines have contrary 
Faculties to theſe, viz. to conſum2 
moiſture, ſtop Fluxes, and make ſuch 
parts dry as are ſlippery, they make 
the body and members firm, when 
they are weakned by too much moi- 
ſture,that ſo they may perform their 
proper functions. 


| 
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Yet although the Members be 
ſtrengthened by drying Medicines, 
they have notwittſ\-anding their own 
proper moiſture in them, which 
ought to be conſerved: and not de- 
ſrroyed, for without it they cannot 
conſiſt; If then this moiſture be con- 
ſumed by uſing,or rather ever-uſe of 
drying Medicines, the Members can 
neither be nourithed, nor yet per- 
form their proper actions. 

Such Medicines as are dry in the 
third degree being unadviſedly gi- 
ven,deprive the parts of the bodythey 
are appropriated to, of their nou- 
riihment, and by that means bring 
them into Conſumption. 

Belides,there is a certain moiſture 
in the hody of Man, which is called 
Radical Moiſture, which being taken 
away,the parts muſt need; die, ſeeing 
natural heat and life alſo conſiſts in 
it, and this maybe done by too fre- 
quent uſe of Medicines dry in the 
fourth degree. And it may be this 
was the reaſon of Galen his writing, 
that things ay in the fourth degree 
muſt of neceſlity burn, which is an 
effeCt of heat, and not of drinefs, un- 
leſs by burning Galen means conſu- 
ming the radical moiſture. 

The uſe then of drying Medicines 
iS onely to ſuch bodies, and parts of 
the body, as abound with moiſture ; 
in which obſerve theſe Rules. 

1.If the moiſcure be not extreme,let 
not the Medicine be extreme drying, 

2. Letit be proper to the part of 
the body afflicted, for if the Liver be 
afflicted by moiſture, and you goa-

Before we treat of Medicines ap- 
propriated to the Brain, it is requiſite 
that we deſcribe what the nature and 
afte:tion of the Brain is. 

The Brain which is the Seat of Ap- 
prehenfon, Judgment and Memory, 
the original of Senſe and Motion,is by 
nature temperate; and if ſo, then 
you will grant me that it may eaſily 
be afflifted both by heat and cold, and 
It is indeed more ſnbjeC to aftlictions 
" byecither of them, than any other 
part of the Body ; for if it be afflicted 
by heat, ſenſe and reaſan, itisim- 


modexately moved if by cold they 
Lang alh and are dull'd, to pals. by 
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other Symptoms which invade thz 
Head, if the Brain bealtered from its 
proper temper, 

Alſo this is peculiar to the Brain, 
that it is delighted or offended by 
[mells, fights and ſounds : but I ſhall 
meddle nofurther with theſe Ifere,be- 
cauſe they are not Medicines. 

Cephalical Medicines may be found 
out fron the affeftions of the Brain 
it ſelf.-The Brain is uſually- 'oppreſ- 
ſed with moiſture in ſuch afflictions, 
therefore give ſuch Medicines as very 
gently warm, clean'e, cut and dry; 
but withal,let them be ſuch asare ap- 
propriated to the head,ſuch as Phyſi- 
cians fay (by an hidden quality) 
{rrengthen the Brain, 

Again, If you conftder the fituati- 
on of the Brain, you thall find it placed 
in the higheſt part of the Body,there- 
fore it is eaſily afflicted with hot va- 
pours : this puniltheth a man with 
watchings and headach, as the for- 
mer did with ſottiihneſs and fleepi- 
neſs;in ſuch caſes uſe ſuch Cephalicks 
as gently cool the Bram. 

To make C-phalicks or Narcoticks, 
or ſ{rupytying Medicines,is not my 
intent, for Iam confident they-are 
inimical both to Brain and Senſes. 


| Of theſe, and of fuch Medicines alſo 


as purge the Brain, I ſhall ſpeak 
by andby. To return to my pur-

Some Cephalicks purge the Brain, 
ſome heat it,ſfome cool it, ſome 
ſrrengthen it ; but how they perform

1. Appetite loſt, 

2, Digeſtion weakned, 

3. The retentive Faculty corupt- 

ed, 

When Appetite is loſt, the man 
feels no hunger when his Body needs 
Nouriſhment. 

When Digeſtion is weakned, it is 
not able to concoct the meat recei- 
ved into the ſtomach, but it putrihes 
there, 

When'the retentive Faculty isfpoi- 
led, the ſtomach isnot able to retain 
the Food till it be digeſted,but either 
vomits it up aggin,ggcauſeth fluxes. 

Such medicines then as reinedy all 
theſe, are called Stomachicals. And 
of them in order. 

I. Such as provoke Appetite are 
uſually of ſharp or a ſouriſh talt, and 
vet withal of a grateful taſt to the

Yet do not Hepatical Medicines 
require {o great a binding Faculty

Hence then is the Natnre of Sple- 
nical Medicines to be found out, and 
by theſe two is the Spleen uſually 
afflicted: for Atra bilss (I know not 
what diſtin& Engliſh name to give 
it)many times cauſes madneſs, and 
pure Melancholy cauſeth obſtructions 
of the Bowels and Tumors,whereby 
the concoCion of the -blood is vicia- 
tecl,and drophtes many times follow.

The Joynts, ſeeing they are very 
nervous, require medicines which are 
of heating and drying nature, with 
a gentle binding, and withall, ſuch as 
by a peculiar'vertue are appropriated 
to them,and add ſtrength to them, It 
istrue,moſt Cephalicks do ſo,yet be- 
cauſe the Joynts are more remote 
from the Center, they require ſtron- 
ger Medicines, 

For removing pains in the Joynts, 
this is the Method of proceeding. 

Pain is either taken away or eaſed, 


for the true cure is to take away the | 


cauſe of the pain, ſometime the ve- 
hemency of the pain is ſo great, that 
you muſt be forced to uſe Anodines 
(forſo Phyſicians call ſuch medicines 
as eaſe pain) before you can meddle 
with the cauſe, and this is uſually 
when the part pained is inflamed, 
for thoſe Medicines which take away 
the cauſe of pain being very hot, if 
there be any Inflammation in the 
part pained, you muſt abſtain from 
them till the Inflammation be taken 
away. 

Alſo the manner of eaſing the pain 
is twofold, for if you regard only the 
pain,uſe Anodin-s ; «it if you regard 
the inflammation, uſe cooling medi- 
cines, becauſe by ttem not only the 
heat is afſwaged, but alſo the Flux of 
Blood tv that part is ſtopped, eſpeci- 
ally if you mix ſome repelling medi- 
cines withit, We {hall ſpeak of all 
theſe in thenext Section, 

Only here take notice, that ſuch 
Medicines as take away the cauſe of 
pain from the joynts are of very thin 
kib{tance, and forcible in cutting and 
Grawing ; and when you ſee the cauſe 
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to the

H E varus mixtures of Heat, 
Cold, Drineſs and moiſture in 
fimples, mult of neceſſity produce va- 
riety of Faculties, and operations in 
them, which we come now to treat of 
beginning firſt at Emollients, 

What is hard, and what is ſoft 
moſt men know, but few are able to 
exprefs, Philoſophers define that to 
be hard,which yieldsnot to touching, 
and ſoft to the contrary. An Emolli- 
ent, or ſoftning Medicine (whichis 
all one) is ſich a Vedicine as redu- 
ceth a hard ſubſtance to its proper 
temperature, 

But to leave Philoſophy, and keep 
to Phyſick : Phyſicians deſcribe hard- 
nefs to be two-fold, 

i, Adiſtention or a firetching of a 
part by too much fulnels. 

2. Thick humors which are defti- 
tnte of heat, growing hard in that 
part ofthe body into which theyflow 

So many properties then ovght E- 
molient megicines to have, viz. To 
moiſten what is dry, to diſcuſs what 
is {kretched, to warm what is congea- 
Ted by cold; yet properly that only 
1s ſaid to mollifie, which rednceth 
2 hard ſubſtance to its proper tem- 
Per. 

Drineſs and thickneſs of Hurnors 
being the cauſe of hardneſs, Emolli- 
ent Medicines muſt of necefity be 
hot and moilt ; and although vou 
may peradventure find ſome of them

Reaſon will tell you, that dry Medi- 
cines make hard parts harder, 

Beſides Schirrous Humors, . ( in 
which Emollients aremoſt in uſe) va- 
rious. Symptoms appear, ſo that the 
hardneſs being not 7 che the Emol- 
lients are not,nor ought not to be al- 
ways one and the ſame : as for ex- 
awple, ſometimes the ſwelling a- 
bounds with moiiture, and then the 
Mzdicine muſt bedried, not to mol- 
lite the ſv. e!ling, but to conſume the 
moiſlnre ; Sometimes the humor is 
{o tough, that temperate Medicines 
will not ſtir it, then muſt the Medi- 
cine be the hotter, theſe things are 
accidental according as the humor 
otending, 1s 3 it follows not for all 
this, that Emollient Medicines thould * 
not be temperately hot and moilt in 
their own Nature ; for general rules, 
are not to be accounted falſe, becauſe 
a man mult ſometimes ſwerve from 
them : for this is the true ule of all 
Rules,vix, To vary them according to 
tne various Symptoms of the diſeaſe, 
and herein is the Judgment of the 
Phyſicians tried, 

Laſtly, Mollifving Medicines are 
known, 1. By their talt, 2.. By their 
feeling.

That you may clearly underſtand 
this, oblerve but theſe two things : 

1, What it is which worketh. 
2. What it worketh upon.. 

That which worketh is outward 
cold. That which is wrought upon, 
is acertain thickneſs and drinels of 
humors: for if the humor were fluid 
as water is, it mght properly be laid 
to be congealed by cold, but not ſo 
properly hardned. Thus you ſee cold 
and drineſs to be the cauſe of hard- 
ning, (But enough of this, perhaps 
ſome may think too much) This. 
hirdning being fo far from being uſe- 
ful, that it is obnoxious to the body 
of Man, I paſs without more words. I 
ſuppoſe when Galen wrote of hard- 
ning Medicines, he intended ſuch as 
make thick, and therefore among 
them he reckons up Fleawort, Pur- 
Hain, Houſleek and the like,which aſ- 
twage the heat of humors in ſwell- 
ings, and ſtop ſubtil and ſharp de- 
fluxions upon the Lungs : but of 
thele more anon.

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The menibers are diſtended or

I confeſs the 'opinions of ancient 
Phyſicians have been various about 
theſe Looſning Medicines, Galen's 
Opinion was, that they might be 
referred either tomoilſtaing, or heat- 
ing, or mollifying, or evacuating 
Medicines ; and therefore ought not 
tobe referred toa Chapter by them 
ſelves. 

'Tis 
other Medicines be referred to heat, 
or coldnelts, or dryneſs, or moiſture 
But wee ſpeak not here of the particu- 
Jar properties of Medicines, but of 
their joyned properties, as they heat 
and moiſten. 

Others they queſtion how they can 
be diſtinguithed from ſuch as mollife, 
feeing ſnch as are looſning, and ſuch 
2s are emollient,are both of them hot 
and moiſt. 

To that,thus Stretching and looſ- 
ning are aſcribed to the moveable 
parts of the Body, as to the Muſcles 
and their Tendons, to the Ligaments 
and Membrane : but ſoftneſs and hard 
neſs tofuch parts of the body as may 
befelt withthe hand. I ſhall make it 
clear by a ſtmilitunde: War is ſoft- 

ned being hard,but Fiddle-ftringsare 
looſhed being ftretched.

The menibers are diſtended or 

ſtretched divers waies; and ought to 
be looſned as many : for they are 
ſtretched ſometimes by drineſs, ſome 
- times by cold, ſometimes by repletion 
or fulneſs; ſometimes by ſwellings, 
and ſometimes by ſome of theſe joyn- 
ed together. I avoid terms of Art as 
much as1I can, becauſe it would pro- 
fit my Country but little,to give them 
the Rules of Phyſick in ſuch Engliſh as 
they underſtand not. 

I confeſs the 'opinions of ancient 
Phyſicians have been various about 
theſe Looſning Medicines, Galen's 
Opinion was, that they might be 
referred either tomoiltaing, or heat- 
ing, or mollifying, or evacuating 
Medicines ; and therefore ought not 
tobe referred to a Chapter by them 
ſelves. 

'Tis like they may and ſomay all 
other Medicines be referred to heat, 
or cyldnels, or dryneſs, or moiſture 
But wee ſpeak not here of the particu- 
Jar properties of Medicines, but of 
their joyned properties, as they heat 
and moiſten. 

Others they queſtion how they can 
be diſtinguithed from ſuch as mollife, 
feeing ſnch as are looſning, and ſuch 
as are emollient,are both of them hot 
and moiſt. 

To that,thus Stretching and looſ- 
ning are aſcribed to the moveable 
parts of the Body, as to the Muſcles 
and their Tendons, to the Ligaments 
and Mewbrans : but ſoftneſs and hard 
neſs toſfuch parts of the body as may 
befelt withthe hand. I {hall make it 
clear by a ftmilitude: Wax is ſoft- 

nee being hard,but Fiddle-ftringsare 
looſned being ttretched. 

And if you ſay.;that the difference 
lying only in parts of the body isno 
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 truedifference,then take notice,that 
ſuch medicines which looſen, are le 
hot, and more moiſtning than ſuch 
as often : for they operate moſt hy 
heat theſe by moiſture, 

"The truth is,I am of opinion the 
difference is not much, nay ;ſcarce ſen- 
ſible between emollient and ſoonfin 
Medicines,only I quote this in a Chap. 
ter by it ſelf, not ſo much becauſe ſome 
Authors dv, as becauſe it conduceth 
| tothe increaſe of knowlege in Phy. 
| fick, for want of which this poor Na- 
| tion is almoſt ſpoiled, 
| The chief uſe of Looſhnng Medi- 
; Cines is in the Convulſtons & Cramps, 
and ſuch like infirmities which cauſe 
diltention or ſtretching, 

They are known by the very ſame 
| marks and tokens that emollient me. 
dicines are. 


Chap. 4. Of Medicines making thin and 
thick, 


Edicines which rarihe or make 

thin,are ſuch which open the 
| Pores bf the Skin, and make then 
' wider. They are not ſo moiſt as E- 
| mollient Medicines are, but ofthin 
and ſubtilparrs They are hot, but 
not ſohot, that they ſhould draw the 
matter to themor diſcul$ it,as we {hall 
ſhew them when we come to ſpeak 
of thoſe Faculties. 

Such as make thick are contrary to 
theſe : theſe are cold, and itop the 
pores of the ſkin. 

Theſe Galen would have tobe moilt, 
neither is there any difference be- 
tween his Deſcription of hardning 
Medicines,and ſuch as make thick. 

Uſe 1. The Uſe of rarifying Me-

ein, and make them wider, that ol 
he vapors ariſing from blood over- 
eated, may paſs out, and that was 
he reaſon Wreſtlers in ancient times 
ame to their Exerciſe with their 
Bodies anointed, that ſo the vapors 

uſed by ſtirring their bodies, might 
paſs out, and not cauſe Feavers, or 
ther miſchief to the Bowels by be- 
ing kept in. | 

2. Rarifying Medicines conduce 
much to the mitigation of pain : for 
he Pores of the Skin being opened, 
the matter cauſing the pain is the ea- 
fer expelled. 

Again, in Swellings, it 1s not only 
the plenty of Humors that cauſeth 


ſtretching of the Skin : therefore ſee- 
ing Medicines which rarifie or make 
hin,do both looſen and mollite, they 
muſt of neceſhty by theſe operations 
mitigate pain, 

Alſo there is much profit in the 
uſe of thickning Medicines, for they 
make the Skin firm,thereby not only 
the better reſiſting cold- but alſo 
they Itop too much ſweating, and 
diflolution of the Spirits that way, 
which often happens to them that are 
weak, 


Chap. 5, Of earcines opening the 
Mouths of the Veſſels. 


"TTHeſe Galen thought to be hot, 
but of thick parts and biting, 
Let none admire that thickneſs 
ſhould be attributed to Medicines of 
an opening ſubſtance, ſeeing thick- 
nels ſeems rather to ſtop than to open. - 
For anſwer to this, you muſt confider 
the manner of opening obſtructions, 
and of 0

pain, but the. drineſs, hardneſs, or |

pening the mouths of the | 
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require cutting Medicines, by which 
the thickneſs of the matter obſtru@- 
ing is made thinner ; therefore the 
Medicine ought not to be thick, but 
of thin ſubſtance, that it may the 
better penetrate (I do not mean ofa 
thin body,like water, for that cau- 
ſeth ObſtruCctions rather than take 
them-away, but of thin parts, viz, 
making thin) but thole Medicines 
which are ſaid to open the mouths or 
paſſages of the veſſelsare of thick 
parts, that they may not only pene- 
trate,but alſo {trengthen the paſſages 
by which they pals ; therefore Gales 
beſides heat, appoints thickneſs of 
parts and ſharpneſs,or biting,as Pep- 
per.-bites:for ſucha ſharp heat is very 
effeCtual to penetrate,and cannot ſtop 
in the leſt, For although the fkin 
be eafily contraCted by gentle Medi- 
cines, the Veſſels cannot be thut but 
by things vehemently binding ; and 
therefore let theſe Medicines of thick 
ſubſtance be alſo moiſt : for moiſture 
cannot: ſo forcibly bind as ſtop the 
mouths of the Veſſels. | 

Uſe. The uſe of opening Medicines 
way be eaſily gathered from the uſe 
of the Veſlels to be opened. For fee- 
ing their uſe is to hold bluod, which 
ſometimes offends in quantity, ſome 
times in quality , ſuch infirmitiesare 
to be remedied by opening Medi- 


| CINES. 


They are eaſily known by taſt be= 
ing ſharp and piercing,and bite the 
Tongue: but ſuch as are ſtopping, are 
cold and binding, and contract the 
Tongue in taſting of them,

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Chap. 6. of Attenuating M-dicines. 


He uſe of Attennating Medi- 
cines 13 to open the Oaitruct- 
10ns of the Bowels, 

The Bowels are obſtructed or [top- 
ped by tough and viſcous Humors ; 
hence then it iscleer, that attenua- 
ting or extenuating Medicines ought 
to be thin of ſubltance : but whether 
they ought all to be hot or not, 1s 
ſqme queſtion, For indeed many 
cold Medicines cut tough humars, 
and. open Ob{tructions, as Vinegar 
ZEndive,Succory, and the like. I hall 
not enter into the diſpute here, whe- 
therall cold things bind or not ; and 
therefore ſome hcld Vinegar to be 
hot in it ſelf, & cool only by accident. 
We know Wine is hot, and Vinzgar 
- isnothing elſe but corrupted Wine 

and we know as well that putrifaCtion 
turns things uſually inth a contrary 

mality 2 and befides,if you ask phy- 

cians how one Simple can perform 
two contrary operations, they pre- 
ſently ren into the old Bulh, It doth 
it (ſay they) by a hidden quality. 

The uſe of attenuating Medicines 
15to open the Bowels, to cleanſe the 
Brealt offl:gm, to expel the Terms, 
&C. 

Your beſt courſe is,firlt tocleanſe 
the body by ſome gentle Purge before 
you uſe attenuating Medicines, leſt 
they ſeize upon the blood, and cauſe 
Feavers,or other milchief as bad. 

They are in mags ſour, or bit- 
ter: yet ſuch as being talted, dilate the 
the Tongue,and contraCt it not.

Chap, 7. Of Drawing Medicines, 


He ovinion of Phyſicians is con- 
cerning thele, as it is concern- 
ing other Medicines, viz. Some draw 
| by a manifelt quality, fome by hid- 
den,and ſo (quoth they) they draw 
to themſelves both Humotrs and 
Thorns,or Splinters, that are gotten 
into the teih;however this is certain, 
th:y are a!l ofthem hot, and of thin- 
parts. Hot ,becauſe the Nature of heat 
is to draw off thin parts,that ſo they 
may penetrate to the humors that are 
tobedrawn out. 

Their uſe 1s various,YV1z. 

U/e 1, That the Bowels may, be dif- 
burdened of Corrupt humors,

4 They are exce<ding prohtable to 
draw forth Poyſon out of the body. 

5. Parts of the body over-cooled 
are cured by theſe Medicines, viz. By 
applying them outwardly to the 
place not on<., -vetauſe they heat; 
but aiſo becauſe they draw the Spi- 
rits,by which life andteat are che- 
rizhed,to the part of the body which 
is deſtitute of them. You cannot hut 
know that many times parts of the 
body fall away in fleth, and their 
ſtrength decaies, as in fome peoplss 
Armor Legs,or the like , the uſual 
reaſon is, Becauſe the vital Spirit 
decaiesin thoſe parts, to which ule 
ſuch Plailters or Oyntments as are

Caut.2.Belides,ſwellings are ſome- 
times made ſo hard by ſweating Me- 
dicines,that afterwards they can ne- 
ver becured ; for what is thin being 
by ſuch Medicines taken away, no- 
thing but what is perfectly hard re- 
mains. If you fear ſuch a thing; mix 
Emollients with them. _ 
Caut.3. Again,ſometimes by uſing 
Diſcuſſives , the humors oftend! 
(which Phyſicians uſually call. the 


Iveccant bumour) is driven to ſome 


more noble part of the belly, orelſe 
it draws more than it diſcufſeth. In 
ſuch caſesconcoCt and attenuate the 
matter offending before you go a- 
bout to diſculs it. | 

From hence may eaſily be gather- 
ed at what time of the diſeaſe dif- 
cuſlive Medicine$are to be uſed, viz; 
about the declining of the diſeaſe, al- 
thongh in diſeaſes ariſing from heat 
of bloud we ſometimes uſe them in 
the increaſe and ſtate of them. . _ 

They are known by the ſame 
marks and tokens attenuating Medi- 
cinesare, viz. by their burning and 
biting qualitie, they being very hot 
and of thin parts, void of any biting 
qualitie, therefore they contract not  - 
the tongue in taſting them.

Epelling Medicines are of con- 
trary operation to theſe three 
lait mentioned, viz. attenuating,

'Tis true, there is but little difference 
between theſe three, ſome hold none 
at all ; andif you will be ſonice, you 
may oppoſe them thus : And ſo Me- 
dicines mating thick correſpond to 
attenuating Medicines, or ſuch as 
make thin ; repelling Medicines are 
oppoſed to ſuchas draw, and ſuch as 
retain the humours, and make them 
tough,are oppolite to fuch as diſcuſs, 
Some hold this nicene(s needleſs. 

2, Theſentence of Authors about 
_ repulſive Melicines is various. 

For ſeeing an Influxion may be 
caſed many ways, a repulſive hath 
got as many definitions. 

For ſuch things as cool, bind, ſtop, 
and make thick, ſtay Influxions, and 
therefore repulfives are by Authors 
oppoſed not onely to attraCtives,but 
alſo to attenuating aud diſcuſſing 
Medicines, 

But properly ſuch things are called 
Repulhves, which donot onely ſtay 
Influxions, (for ſo do ſuch Medicines 
which ſtop and make thick) but ſuch 
as drive the humours flowing to, or 
imherent inthe place, to ſome other 
place. 

The truth is,binding is inherent to 
repulives, ſo jsnot coldne(s nor ma- 
king thick ; yet ſuch as are binding, 
cold, and thin in operation, are molt 
eſectual. 

Your taſte will find repulfives to 
be tart, or ſharp, or auſtere, with a 
certain binding which contracts the 
1 ongue. 
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| Uſer, Their uſe is manifold, as 
|. hot Tumours, Headaches, or the 
like, 
| Vſe2. By theſe in Fevers are the 
vapors driven from the Head. Vine- 
' gar of Roſes 1s notable. 

| Tim? of giving.They are moſt com- 
 modious in the beginning and in-- 
creaſe of adifeaſe, for then Influxi- 
ons are molt rife. 

But ſeeing that in the cure of Tu- 
mours there are two {copes ; 1. That 
that which flows to it may be repel- 
led. 2.That that which 1salready in 
it may be diſcuſſed, Repulſives are 
molt commodioully uſed in the be- 
ginning, Diſcuſlves in the later end. 

In the middle you may mix them 
with this Proviſo, That Repullives 
| exceed in the beginning, Diſcufhyes 
[1n the later end. 

Caut.1, If the matter offending be 
ofa venemous qualitie,cither abſtain 
from Repulfives altogether, or uſe 
purging firſt,let the matter flie to the 
bowels, and prove dangerous, eſpe- 
cially if the bowels be weak. 

2, Allo forbear Repulſives if the 
Pain be great. 

3. Latitly, have a care leſt by Re- 
pulſives you contract the Pores ſo 
much, that the matter cannot bere- 
moved by Diſcuuuves.®

For if you ſee either a diſeaſe of 
fulneſs, which our Phyſicians call 
Plzthora,or corrupted humors,which 
they call Cachochymia ; you muſt emp- 
ty the body of theſe, viz. fulneſs by 
bleeding, and corrapt humours, of 
evit ſtate of the body, by purging be- 
foxe you uſe cleanſing Medicines to 
Icer, elſe your Curewill never 
proceed proſperoully, :

Y eumnans here do I mzan 
things Glatinative,and they are 
clean contrary to things cleanſing.

They difter from things ſtopping, 
becauſe they donot ſtop the Pores ſo 
much as ſtick to them like Birdlime, 

They have a certain glutinous 
heat, tempered both with coldneſs

Yct is there a difference as appa- 
rent as the Sun 1s, when he is upon 


the Meridian,and the uſe is manifelt : | 


tor, | 
_Emollients are to make hard 
things ſoft; but what ſuppurates,ra- 
ther makes a zeneration, then an al- 
teration of the Humor. 

Natural hzat is the efficient cauſe 
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| of Suppuration , neither can it be 
done by any exteraal means, 

Therefore ſuch things are ſaid to 
ſuppure, which bya gentle heat che- 
rith the inbred heat of Man, 

This is done by ſuch Medicines, 
which are not onely temperate in 
heat,but alſo by a gentle vilcoſity fill 
up or op the Pores, that ſo the heat 
of the part aftefted be not ſcat- 
tered. | 
For although ſuch things as bind, 
hinder the diffipation of the Spirits, 
and internal heat ; yet they retain 
not the moiſture as ſuppuring Medi- 
cines properly and eſpecially do. 

The heat then of ſuppuring Medi- 
cines is like the internal heat of our 
bodies. | 

As things then very hot are in- 
grateful either by biting, as Pepper, 
or bitterneſs: in ſuppuring Medi- 
cines no biting nor binding, no ni- 
trous quality js perceived by the tall, 
 thall give you better ſatisfaction 
both in this and others by and by. 
| For reaſon will tell a man, that 
ſuch things rather hinder than help 
the work of Nature in Maturation, 

Yet it follows not from hence, that 
all ſuppuring Medicines are grateful 
to the talte,foimanſ things grateful 
to the taſte provoke vomiting,there- 
fore why may not the cohtrary be ? 

The moſt frequent uſe of Suppura- 
| tion isto ripen Pble , a general 
term Phyſicians give to all Swelling 
| proceeding of Bloud,becauſe Nature 
is very apt to help ſuch Cures, and 
Phylick is an Art to help, not to hin- 
der Nature, 

The time of uſe is uſually in the 
height of the Diſeaſe, when the Flux 
is [tayed ; asalſo to ripenimatter that

Bitter things,although they be ve- 
ry hot, and cut groſs humours, yet 
are they of a more dry and terrene 
ſubſtance, than is conyenient to pro- 
yoke Urine. | 
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Hence then we may ſafely gather® 
that bitter things are not ſo moiſt 


and penetrating, asſuch as bite like - 


Pepper. 

Thoſe cold things which provoke

ſerve to evacuate Water and Cho- 
ler uſually : I ſay (uſually) becauſe 
ſometimes Water requires ſuch Me- 
dicines, as are of force to call them 
from the extreme parts of the body, 
and ſuch muſt needs be violent in 
Operation. 


I intreat all young Students in 
Phyſick to be very careful in admi- 
niſtring violent Medicines, and that 
never without the preparation of the 
body before hand, never unlels the 
humor be ſo repugnant that it wall 
not yield too gently, And oh that 
ſimple people would learn to be but 
ſo wiſe asto let them alone, and not 
take them themſelves; theevil they 
may do them (ifnot regulated by 
an abler Brain than dwells intheir 
Skulls) is certain, the good very 
uncertain ; for ſuch violent Medi- 
cines as purge Choler, if immode-- 
rately taken, firſt draw the Choler, 
then the Flegm, afterwards the Me- 
lancholy, then wy cauſe Corrofi- 
ons, and draw the bloud,  Sudias 
purge 'Flegm and Water violent= 
ly, when they have drawn 'that,:

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Melancholie, they then corrode, and 
ſoeither by Excoriation or- opening

And then again I deſire you to 
take notice, that ſuch Medicines as 
havea binding qualitie in them, are 
very hurtful to tough Flegmand Me- 
lancholie, becauſe the Humours them- 
ſelvesbeing tough, they make them 
the tougher ; but they are moſt pro- 
per for Choler and putrefted Flegm, 
becauſe the firſt of them often cau- 
ſeth defluxions, the ſecond a looſ- 
neſs. 

Again, another thing I thought 
good to give notice of, and {9 much 
the rather becauſe I have feen it 
printed in Engliſh,and heard it com- 
mended for by Students in Phylick, 
yet 1s the conceit very dangerous, 
viz. That the Operations of purging, 
Medicines may be known by their 
colours; for (ſay they) white Medi- 
Cines purge Flegm ; black, Melan- 
cholie; and yellow, Choler. I con-

N purging Medicines are many
